Pescadero, September ~24.—A forest 
fire threatens to destroy the redwood 
trees of the coast side, long famed in 
California history. Supervisor Daniel 
E. Blackburn wired the federal for- 
esters to come to the assistance of the 
coast side residents, who are battling 
strenuously against the flames. 


Auburn, September 24.—A fire which 
started on the 500-acre Graham ranch 
in Lone Star district Sunday morning 
is still burning fiercely in a southerly 
and westerly direction, and has already 
spread over an area 15 miles long and 
six miles wide, burning many thousand 
cords ot wood and hundreds of tons 
of hay.

~ & member of a jaw firmon whees 
letterheads is printed “A legible sig- 
nature is requested,” says that these 
few words have saved his firm much 
trouble. Papers no longer have to be 
returned for resigning, as was for 
merly the case, because the first sig- 
nature could not be read. Before this 
request for a legible signature was 
made important legal documents often 
had to be entirely rewritten because 
one of the parties refused to accept 
the signature of some of the others 
on account of their illegibility. 

A large employer of labor has made 
it a rule recently to have all applica- 
tions for work brought to him. He 
orders each letter folded so that the 
signature alone shall show. He goes

Trout, With Appropriate Garnishing, 
is One of the Best—Baked Cod a 
Univereal Favorite—Proper 
Sauce to Serve. 


Trout, Friars.—Scale and clean a 
large trout, place in a saucepan and 
pour ovér it a cupful of boiling vine- 
gar, which will have the effect of 
turning’ the trout blue, and an equal 
quantity of white wine. ‘If necessary 
to cover the trout add sufficient wa 
ter to do so. Add an onion stuck with 
cloves, a carrot, half a bunch of cel- 
ery, a few bay leaves; a small bunch 
of parsley, half a teaspoonful of pep- 
Bercorns and salt to suit the taste, 
and boil over the fire for about 165 
minutes, having the cover on the 
Saucepan. When done, remove and 
drain the fish, place on a folded nap- 
kin, spread on a dish, garnish with 
parsley, and serve with oil and vine 
gar or any favorite fish sauce in a 
sauceboat, 

Flounder, Brussels.—Clean and skin 
& flounder, sprinkle both sides with 
pepper and salt, and squeeze over a 
small quantity of lemon juice. Dip 
the fish in warmed butter, cover with 
finely grated breadcrumbs, place on 
a gridiron and brojl over a clear fire, 
turning to brown both sides equally. 
Bone an anchovy, put the flesh into 
a mortar with a small lump of butter, 
and pound it, then place it in a small 
saucepan with a wineglassful of white 
wine and the strained juice of half- ‘a 
lemon, and stir over the fire for a 
few minutes. When cooked place the 
flounder on a hot dish, pour the an- 
chovy sauce over it and serve. 

Baked Cod, Savoy.—Prepare a fresh 
cod by tying up the head with a 
string and filling the inside with but- 
ter, in which have been mixed two ta- 
blespoonfuls of chopped parsley to the 
quarter of a pound, a little salt and 
pepper and the juice of two lemons. 
Put the fish, belly downward, on a but- 
tered drainer in a fish kettle and pour 
over a mixture made as follows: Melt 
half a pound of butter in a saucepan, 
add a pint of chopped mushrooms, a 
blanched and chopped shallot, a table 
spoonful of chopped parsley, the juice 
of a lemon and a crushed clove of gar- 
lic, all of these being partly cooked be- 
fore. being used. Season to taste. Now 
pour in a pint of white wine and bring 
the whole quickis: tea boii, and‘aliow 
to cook gently for an hour and a half, 
basting the fish every tien minutes 
with the liquor. When the fiesh is firm 
put the fish on a dish, pour over half 
the sauce and put the rest in a sauce 
boat. This may be accompanied also 
by any other favorite fet sauce.— 
Washington Btar.

The Sogdians are supposed to have ogar. 
been a powerful and highly cultured 
race, inhabiting Central Asia, where 
now there is merely a sandy desert. 
Their language, it is declared, shows 
that they were the parents of all the 
present European and Indo-European 
races, though the method of writing 
this language resembles Semitic rath- 
er than Arabic. 

The land which the Sogdians inhab- 
ited formed a link between Siberia on 
the north, China on the east, Tibet 
and India on the south and Irania and 
Persia on the west. Before the devel- 
opment of sea commerce the cara- 
vans disseminating the riches of the 
orient all passed through Sogdia, the 
last vestiges of which are supposed 
to have been destroyed by the Mon- 
gols in the eleventh century.
